KING Charles says the Royal 
Family has been ‘deeply touched” 
by the outpouring of emotion for 
the Queen as the nation says a 
final goodbye today. 

His heartfelt words came as Her 
Majesty was shown beaming in a 
pearl necklace and earrings in a 
photograph released last night. 

Taken in May at Windsor Castle by 
Ranald Mackechnie, the photo also 
recalled memories of the Queen's long 
life by picturing her in a pair of 
aquamarine brooches Her Majesty 
received on her 18th birthday in 1944. 

At 8pm last night the nation joined 
in a minute’ silent remembrance. 

After visiting all four UK countries 
since his mother’s death on 
September 8, the King said: “Over the

“As we all prepare to say our 
last farewell, I wanted simply 
to take this opportunity to

AN MP wants one of the eight bank 
holidays to be named “Elizabeth Day”. 

The chair of the Commons Defence 
Committee Tobias Ellwood said the 
gesture would recognise the Queen's 
“lifetime service” to the country. 

Mr Ellwood, who had the Tory whip 
suspended when he failed to support PM 
Boris Johnson in a confidence vote, told 
the Mirror: “The Queen has touched all 
our lives and held the country together as 
that symbol of unity in ways we're only 
now beginning to appreciate. 

"To label a bank holiday Elizabeth Day 
would be a fitting way to immortalise what 
she has done for the nation.” 

Tomorrow will be a one-off bank holiday 
to coincide with the state funeral.

“Queen Elizabeth || Day” bank holiday has 
more than 140,000 signatures.

PRINCE George and Princess

Never in more than a thou- 
sand years of our history 
has Britain seen such a 
public outpouring of grief at 
the death of a monarch - 
and such a display of gratitude for 
a life of public service. 

Today, after 10 days of national 
mourning and a state funeral at 
Westminster Abbey, the longest 
serving and most popular British 
sovereign will be buried in 
Windsor Castle. 

So momentous are this morn- 
ing’s events that more than 200 
world leaders, led by US President 


Joe Biden and UN Secretary- 


General Antonio Guterres, every 
European monarch and Prime 
Minister have flown to London to 
pay their respects. 

The memorial will have the 
broadest-ever international repre- 
sentation and will be the most 
widely watched funeral in history. 

As the Queen's coffin travelled 
by car from Balmoral to Edin- 
burgh, and later as the public paid 
their respects in St Giles’ Cathe- 
dral and Westminster Hall, the 
tears and sorrow of a nation have 
been matched by thanksgiving for 
the Queen's devotion to duty and 
selfless service. 

I was fortunate enough as both 
Chancellor and Prime Minister to 
meet her in person on more than 
a hundred occasions. In the past 
few days, I have been privileged to 
be a witness to both the closing of 
one chapter in our country’s 
history and the start of another. 


n Sunday, as the cortege 
moved from Balmoral to 
Edinburgh, the hearse 
carrying her coffin 
passed close to my home. 

I could see whole villages 
turn out with crowds of 
mourners on bridges over- 
looking the motorway. 

On Monday, as I made 
my way through rows of 
Scots lining the streets of 
Edinburgh's Royal Mile and 
standing for hours just to have 
a momentary glimpse of Her 
Majesty's coffin, I witnessed first- 
hand the tender emotion of a 
people in mourning. 

And when attending the memo- 
rial service in St Giles’ Cathedral, 
land many others bowed in front 
of the coffin in respect just before 
the doors opened for the public 
viewing. That final bow to the 
Queen brought home the enor- 
mity of the occasion. 

We will never see another 
leader like her again. 

I was also reassured when 
present at the Accession Council 
on the Saturday after her death - 
the first ever to be televised - as I 
heard King Charles's promise to

follow faithfully in his mother’s 
footsteps. Indeed, the new King 
knows that Queen Elizabeth's 
reign has set an inspiring and 
daunting standard to follow. 

Her almost 71 years on the 
throne were longer than Queen 
Elizabeth I’s 45 years, Queen 
Victoria's 50 years, and George III's 
60 years. What is even more 
remarkable is not the duration of 
her reign but the success of it. 

She only discovered at the age 
of 10, when her uncle abdicated 
and her father became King, that 


Ey Yee Ee 
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she was destined to be Queen. 

As a teenager, she was serving 
in our Auxiliary Army during the 
Second World War. On turning 21, 
when contemporaries were 
partying, she broadcast to the 
whole Commonwealth commit- 
ting herself to a life of public 
service. And at 25, she was Queen 
with all the responsibilities that 
would normally be beyond any 
person twice her age. 

Her lifetime of service is so 
admired and revered that she is 
mourned not just by millions of 
British citizens, but by the 2.6 
billion citizens of the 56 Common- 
wealth countries. 

From my private audiences 
with her on those more than a 
hundred occasions as Chancellor 


and then as Prime Minister, I can 
testify to how kind, considerate, 
diligent and endlessly patient she 
was. By tradition, she may have 
been above us. In reality, we felt 
she was alongside us. 

I came to know her quick but 
gentle sense of humour. After she 
had lost her beloved Royal Yacht, 
and a plan for a Royal Air Fleet 
was shelved, she then faced prob- 
lems with the Royal Train. Travel- 
ling from London to Balmoral was 
becoming a logistical headache as 
the Palace had to consult the 
privatised rail operators along the 
line. “I think we should just buy a 
Royal Bus, she joked. 

Although aware of all the proto- 
cols, she was never a stickler for 
ceremony. Prime Ministers and 
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Presidents called her Your Majesty 
and occasionally maam, but Nelson 
Mandela would simpl; “Hello 
Elizabeth, how's the Duke’ 
Iremember when our children first 
met her at Balmoral with her corgis 
at her side. When one corgi misbe- 
haved, she quietly responded “shut 
up’. In that moment, she handed a gift 
to our children. From then on, our 
kids said that “if the Queen could say 
shut up,

That it did 
not dampen our spir testament 
to her. Because of her diplomatic 
skills and determination to build a 
lasting grouping of nations 
committed to democracy. 

She not only served her country on 
the home front in the Second World 
War, but served as the Commander- 
in-Chief of our armed forces through 
tumultuous crises, Suez in 1956 to 
Afghanistan from 2001 to 2021. And 
with sons and grandsons undertaking 
military service in all 
the three branches - the 
Army, Navy and Royal Air 
Force - she felt deeply 
the sacrifices made by mili- 
tary personnel. 

When we are asked to 
sum up the long term 


significance of current events, histo- 
rians often say only time will tell. 

Perspective comes with distance. 
Queen Elizabeth’ reign will stand as 
an exception to rule. Why? 
Because she was exceptional. 

The next generation will undoubt- 
edly find fault in many of the ass 
tions we took for granted and cr 
prejudices that we all too often did 
too little to dispel. But they will not 
find fault with her. Our Queen did 
more than anyone to bring countries 
together across continents.

tree unlocking a 
Climate mystery 


STANDING completely alone 
on a tiny, uninhabited island 
in the Southern Ocean is a 
120-year-old tree. 

More than 400 miles from the 
south of New Zealand, here the & 
sun shines for less than an hour 
most days, rain falls on average jf 
for 325 days and you can expect 
temperatures of just 6C. 

It has earned the nine-metre 
tall Sitka spruce, planted on 
Campbell Island, the title of the 
“world’s loneliest tree”, whose 
nearest neighbour grows on another 
island 120 miles away. 

Despite its desolate existence, it has 
now found a crucial role in the fight 
against the climate crisis 

Extending between Antarctica and 
the southern edges of 
Australia and New Zealand, 
he Southern Ocean absorbs 
10% of all carbon emitted by 
humans. It has been acting as 
a climate change buffer, 
critical to keeping carbon 
evels in the atmosphere at 
manageable levels. 

“It’s a really important 
component of the climate system,” 
Dr Andrew Meijers, of the British 
Antarctic Survey, said. 

“It’s sort of where we brush climate 
change under the carpet — stuffing it into 
he ocean. It really acts to ameliorate its 
effects,,he added. 

But the rate at which the ocean 
absorbs carbon is changing, It slowed in

the 1990s, sped up in the 2000s and now 
appears to be slowing again. 

To help understand why, New Zealand 
scientist Dr Jocelyn Turnbull needs to 
compare historical and current measure- 
ments of carbon dioxide and radiocarbon 
- which tells you the source of that CO2 

3 — in the atmosphere around 
the Southern Ocean. This is 
problematic as samples were 
not collected 30 years ago. But 
the rings belonging to the 
world’s loneliest tree contain 
the long record she needs. 

i Using a hand drill, 
H Dr Turnbull extracted a5mm 

core sample from the tree in 
2016. The results have yet to be published. 

“Every year, you have a ring you can 
distinguish. You can slice those rings out 
and measure the radiocarbon in them, 
then we can get this story back in time of 
what's been happening with how the 
ocean has been changing,’ she said. 

So a lonely tree could soon tell us a 
secret that will help protect our planet.

GP services are in a “sig- 
nificant crisis” due to rising 
patient numbers, the Royal 
College of GPs’ chief says. 
Prof Martin Marshall 
said when he started out

“68% of GPs say they even 
feel it’s increasingly diffi- 
cult to provide safe care.

(the first are the uterine muscles). 
They're the muscles that run down 
the back of your thigh and you use 
them in running. A hamstring injury 
occurs when you strain or pull one 
of your hamstring muscles. 


What are the symptoms? 
You can see a footballer sustain a 
hamstring injury by pulling up 
sharply due to pain in the back of 
the thigh and a tearing sensation. 
Swelling and tenderness develop 
in a few hours. Muscle weakness or 
an inability to put weight on the 
injured leg is a classic sign. 


What causes it? 
Injury can result when your 
hamstring muscles stretch beyond 
their limit, for instance in sports 
that involve sprinting or running 
with extreme stretching. One 
hamstring injury makes a second 
more likely, especially if you use the 
leg before your muscles have time 
to heal and rebuild strength. 


What's the treatment? 
@ Wrap the injured area witha 
compression bandage or

or years we have been looking for 
a way to diagnose Parkinson's 
early - the degenerative disease 
that affects the brain. Now, 
researchers at Leicester University 
may have succeeded, by creating the 
world’s first artificial intelligence 
system capable of detecting it.

polystyrene 


Polystyrene can take hundreds of 
years to recycle, but a species of 
“superworm” could change all 

that. Using bacterial enzymes in its gut 
it can digest the material. 

“Superworms are like mini recycling | 
plants, shredding the polystyrene with 
their mouths and then feeding it tothe | 
bacteria in their gut,” said Dr Chris 
Rinke, lead researcher at the University | 
of Queensland, Australia. 

Superworms, aka Zophobas morio 
larvae, were fed polystyrene for three p 
weeks and completed a full life cycle, .~ 
producing pupae and emerging as 
beetles. Dr Rinke added that rearing thousands of worms to degrade polystyrene 
would be possible, but that it would “scale better" if they could engineer enzymes to 
do the job in recycling plants. 

Other microbes could then be used to turn the waste into chemical compounds of 
higher value, such as bioplastics.

technology further so that scientists 
can eventually begin human trials. 

What a boon that would be both for 
patients and families. 

It’s the first time in the world that 
researchers have developed an AI 
system to detect the condition in mice, 
and the overall detection success rate 
(71.4%) is nearly 10% better than any 
previous assessment models (62.6%). 
It’s an important first step. 

The robot consists of a multi- 
camera system that uses motion and 
spatial data to monitor social 
behaviour in mice. It can then identify 
animals with early forms of Parkinsons 
disease by recording traits such as 
posture, along with behaviour 
abnormalities of genetic origin. 

The vision-based system, designed 
by the researchers at Leicester 
University, is able to recognise more 
subtle, complex mouse behaviours and 
can, therefore, make refined 
assessments of social behaviour for 
mice going about their daily business. 

The technology will now be further 
developed to address an even wider 
range of conditions and scenarios. 

Researchers then hope it will be 
ready for human trials some time in 
the near future.
